BULGARS OCCUPY

SOFIA. via London, Nov. %.—Bul- 
garian troops have occupied islands in 
the Danube southwest of Cratova, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
by the War Office today.

Vresident Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service announced today that he be- 
lieved he had succeeded in convincing 
engineers of the Wabash and Rock Is- 
land Railroads that the city’s plan of 
depressing the Wabash tracks in Fore&t 
Park is preferable to the plan of ele- 
yating therm, was suggested by the 
railroads: The tracks would be  de- 
pressed, under Kinsey's proposal, from 
a point east of Grand Drive to a point 
ceveral hundred feet north of Delmar 
Loulevard.

in the Railway Ex- 
change Building vesterday. Kinsey and 
L. R. Bowen, engineer of the Board of 
Public Service, met C. A. Morse, chief 
engineer of the Rock Island system, and 
Assistant Engineer Johnson of the Wa- 
bash. Kinsey said he urged the plan of 
depressing the tracks upon them as be- 
ing just as economical as elevating them, 
and equally favorable to operation. 

The Rock Isiand uses the Wabash 
tracks east of De Baliviere avenue. Kin- 
sey’s idea is that the Rock Island should 
connect with the Wabash outside the 
city limits, in St. Louis County. He esti- 
mates that the cost of depressing the 
tracks will be $1,500,000, of which he says 
the city is willing to pay a substantial 
part. According to City Hall repor: 
“rubstantial part” in this instance means 
one-third.

A demurrer to the indictment of Ora 
Lewis was then filed, the allegation be- 
ing that the State had not submitted 
sufficient evidence to convict him. When 
this also had been overruled the attor- 
ney for the defense moved that the 
charge against both brothers be dis- 
missed on the ground that evidence as 
t» the killing of Patrolman William A. 
Dillon, which followed the murder of 
MNeKenna, had been fillegally intro- 
duced. This also was overruled. 

Adjourned Until Monday. 

The trial was then adjourned for the 
day. Judge Grimm set 10 a. m. Monday 
as the hour for beginning the next ses- 
sion. At that time he will instruct the 
jury, following which each side will 
have six hours for argument. If is ex- 
pected the case will, go to the jury Mon- 
day night or Tuesday forenoon. 

Two witnesses were placed on the 
stand by the State at today’s session. A 
policeman identified McKenna’s revolver 
and the one with which Ora Lewis 
killed McKenna. 

A newspaper reporter told of a con- 
versation with Roy Lewis at the Mc- 
Kenna inquest. He said he asked Roy 
why he and Ora ran to Delmar boule- 
vard, instead of going direct to their 
Ford machine in the alley after Mc- 
Kenna was shot. 

The reporter said Rov replied: ‘We 
were expecting Frank to meet us, but 
he wasn’t there.’ He also told of a 
conversation in which Roy admitted 
that he and Ora were wire thieves. 

At the conclusion of the State's case 
the various exhibits, including the 
shovel and hatchet, supposed to have 
been used in the Dillon murder, were 
shown to the jury. The Judge ruled 
out a photograph of Dillon's body show- 
ing it as it lav by the roadside after be- 
ing dug up on the Denny road, in &8t. 
Louis County. 


The State contends that both of the 
brothers must be held responsible for 
any crime committed while they were 
engaged in the commission of a felony. 
Prosecutors have argued that the theft 
of trolley wire in Mexico, Mo., and the 
bringing of the‘stolen wire to St. Louis 
in an automobile was a felony which 
would not be terminated wntil the stolen 
property was disposed of by\the thieves.

Ruling on Conspiracy. 

In ruling against the admission of 
testimony which would tend to show a 
conspiracy between the brothers, the 
Court yesterday afternoon said it ‘vas 
inclined to believe the wire-steal'ng 
felony ended when the Lewis brothers 
were arrested by McKenna. 

Anticipating an adverse ruling on this 
point, the State was prepared to con- 
tend that the carrying of concealed 
weapons by both brothers was a felony 
in which they were acting together in 
conspiracy, making either responsible 
for a crime committed by the other. 

The Judge, in ruling that the confes- 
sions signed by Roy Lewis coulda 
not be introduced in evidencé and 
that thelr alleged statements as to a 


that he did not believe Roy's testimony 
as to continued and systematic beat- 
ings by policemen after his arrest. 

It had been shown, the Judge said. 
that Roy Lewis had been repeatedly 
and frequently questioned at grea 
length, which in itself was a great 
mental and physical punishment, but 
he did not believe he had been de- 
prived of food and otherwise tortured. 
The Judge said it had not been made 
clear why Roy Lewis suddenly agreed 
to make a written statement after re- 
fusing to do so for several days.

DEAS ON FEDERAL 
CONTROL OUTLINED 


Congressional Committee Is Told 
Executives Favor Entire Reg- 


ulation by Government. 


NATIONAL INCORPORATION 


Creation of Néw Body, With 
Regional Commissisons, Also 
Is Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Some of the 
principles which the railroads believe 
should bé included in any just system 
of regulation were outlined today to the 
joint cengressional committee investi- 
gating railroad questions, by A. P. 


Thom, counsel for the railway execu- 
tives’ advisory committee. The main 
features were: . 

The entire power and duty of regu- 
lation should be in the hands of the 
national Government except as to 
matters so essentially local and in- 
cidental that they cannot be used to 

_ interfere with the efficiency of the 
service or the just rights of the car- 
riers. 

As a means to accomplish this end, 
a system of Federal incorporation 
should be provided for to cover all 
railroad corporations engaged in in- 
tergtate and foreign commeree. 

Reorganization - of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and creation 

wt a new Federal railroad commis- 
sion, with regional commissions sub- 
ordinate to it. Power to be given the 

Interstate Commerce Commission to 

prescribe minimum rates, and power 

of rate suspension in the commission 
to be reduced to 60 days from the 

time a tariff is filed instead of 10 

months as at present. 

Exclusive power should be in the 
Federal Government to supervise the 
issue of interstate carrieyp securities.. 

Rights of the States. 

Thom centinued his argument that 
regulation of interstate commerce  b: 
the Federal Government would not in- 
vade the rights of the states, but mere- 
ly earry out the express purpose of the 
Constitution. He said it was not the 
purpose of the railroads to institute a 
policy of abolition or obstruction oY 
state commisions, and that he believed 
they would continue to occupy. a lar:e 
field of usefulness. But vesting the Fe¢- 
eral Government with the regulating 
power, he thought, would make it more 
businesslike by removing it from the in- 
fluence of local policies and politics. 

“It would furnish,’ said Thom, ‘1 
surer basis for the confidence of the in- 
vesting public, because more reliance 
could be put upon the judgment of the 
whole nation as affecting a matter of 
nation-wide consequence than could be 
placed in the varying judgment of dif- 
ferent local authorities.’’ 

Weould Protect States. 

Thom declared in his testimony, yes- 
terday, that the vesting of exclusive 
power of regulation of the railroads in 
the hands of a Federal regulating body 
would protect states’ rights instead of 
invading them. He based his conclu- 
sion on instances in which the effect of 
actions by State Railway Commissions 
has been to interfere with commerce in 
neighboring states. 

Emphasis was laid upon the situation 
which has followed the recent Inter- 
state Commerce Commission order for a 
realignment of rates throughout the 
Southeast under the long and short haul 
clause of the railroad rate law. The ef- 
fectiveness of these orders has been sus- 
pended, Thom said, while the Georgia 
State Railroad Commission has for six 
months examined them and the benefits 
the commission expected to extend to 
that entire section of the country has 
been held in abeyance. 

He spoke also of the Shreveport (la.) 
rate case as one of the most celebrated 
of those to be decided by the Interstate 
Commerce Commisaion, involving a clash 
between the Federal Commission and 
the Texas State Commission over inter- 
state and intrastate rates. 

Thom said the framers of the Consti- 
tution gave the right to regulate com- 
merce among the states to Congress be- 
cause the history of the colonies showed 
that unwise, unfair and even dangerous 
measures resulted from attempts to en- 
courage the commerce of individual] col-

investigating alleged violations of pro- 
hibition and election laws. 
At the time, it is reported, the grand 
jury was preparing a report regarding 
alleged irregularities in the spring elec- 
tion, in which Judge Lawler defeated 
Overton for the Probate Judgeship. A 
report, however, never was made. 

Overton declared he drove Lawler to 
the Whitesburg Bridge in his buggy at 
Lawler’s suggestion to discuss their po- 
litical difficulties. The Judge attacked 
him with a knife, he declared, when he 
refused to take immediate steps to de- 
lay any action ‘by the grand jury. After 
a desperate fight, he said, he killed his 
antagonist, but had nothing to do with

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ST. LOUIS’ LEGISLATIVE INNING. 

The prevalence of influences at Jefferson City 
that will give her an advantage as compared 
with the rest of the State is not asked nor wanted 
by St. Louis. 

With a Governor familiar with St. Louis prob- 
lems, however, conditions at the State House will 
manifestly be different from conditions under 
Governors who were densely ignorant of and to- 
tally apathetic toward many questions pressing for 
settlement in St. Louis, or who even looked upon 
the city a place to be milked for the benefit 
of interior counties and districts. 

Long projected legislation, serving neither po- 
litical nor personal ends, but demanded in the 
best interests of the community may become 
something more than a dream during the next 
four years. Effort in behalf of many sound local 
measures, some of them measures that have been 
presented in vain to Legislatures for years past, 
is revived by the Civic League. This is the pro- 
gram: 

Reorganization of the Police Department, which, 
of course, to satisfy expectations, must transfer 
control from Jefferson City to St. Louis under a 
home-rule act. 

Reform of the tax system which, like other re- 
forms affecting the State at large as well as St. 
Louis, can only be made effective by a new Con- 
stitution. , 

An amplified outer park system. 

Authorization for the excess condemnation prin- 
ciple in carrying out public improvements. 

The children’s code. 

An appointive rather than an elective School 
Board. 

A workingmen’s compensation act. 

Hope is even expressed that our much-flouted 
measure, the football of many sessions, providing 
for a municipal court, with jurisdiction over the 
lesser issues and with appointive Judges, will be 
passed at the coming session. 

If distinctive St. Louis measures which have 
been summarily and exen arrogantly rejected in 
the past because of selfish motives or narrow 
personal and political prejudices are not to be con- 
sidered on cheir merits under the new leadership 
soon to be installed at the capital, when can we 
hope for consideration on their merits? 

All public-spirited local bodies should join in the 
movement for a program of legislation promotive 
of St. Louis’ genuine welfare, so far as such wel- 
fare can be promoted by legislation. But little 
more than five weeks remains before the law- 
naking will begin. Preparations should be made 
early. Well-digested bills embodying St. Louis’ 
needs should be ready as soon as the Legislature 
has organized. 
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THE WAR VALUE OF SKINS. 
The price of a coyote pelt, due to the war, has 
jumped from $1 to’$8. Wolf skins have jumped 


-L}even more, and Texas, on this account, is having 


“an influx of professional trappers.” 

Beef hides and pig skins have gone soaring, 
thanks to the war. Likewise horsehides. Almost 
every kind of hide has advanced in value—even 
the skunk’s. 

The only hide that the war has cheapened is 
human hide, and that was never worth so little 
in the record of all times.

THE PIRATE OF GARY BREAKWATER. 

Another tale of constructive piracy and conse- 
quent punishment by death consequent on the com- 
mission of grand or petit larceny on navigable 
waters comes from the Great Lakes. Because 
the compass which C. A. Schillinger’s faulty dis- 
tinction between meum and tuum caused him to 
abstract, according to the allegation, was taken 
from a Steel Trust steamer in Gary Harbor in- 
stead of from premises on land, he falls within 
the harsh definition of Federal law rather than 
that of the Indiana law which might send him to 
the workhouse for 90 days. 

Mr. Shalliager is no pirate, except, of course, 
within the farcical purview of those purposes 
which amateur playwrights occasionally utilize in 
the Great Lake country. The customary outcome 
of such cases as his is an executive commutation 
of the sentence of death to imprisonment for life, 
which in itself provides a grossly inequitable pen- 
alty for the offense. 

The ancient and absurd United States statute 
classifying trivial larcenies under these circum- 
stances with the crime of the Capt. Kidd and 
Capt. Lafitte brotherhood needs amendment. 


When the Hamburg prize court decided to allow 
Norway $100,000 for the steamer Trudewand, 
which was sunk by a German submarine, much 
information leaked out, that had to date been 
guarded scrupulously. Thus, for instance, the evi- 
dence of the submarine commander, Herz, indi- 
cated “that he- had duly returned to the Nor- 
wegian base, and had there received the informa- 
tion that the Trudewand was to sail next morn- 
ing, and that she was loaded with butter and 
cheese for England; and that it was not his fault 
that the information had been incorrect."" The 
Christiania Dagens Nyheter says in this connec- 


tion: 
From the evidence in quasi open eourt it 


would appear that Norway's jagged coast- 
line her fjords, have harbored German sub- 
marines from the beginning of the war; and 
that thousands of paid spies brought informa- 
tion to the submart commanders, about the 
natur@of cargoes and the dates of sailing as 
well as the routes to be followed. We for one 
protest against such neutrality.

The Tidens Tegen of Christiania insists that an 
international prize court be established—say in 
New Yorl~as decisions by the German prize court 
simply “constitute a begging of the question,” and 
justice cannot be expected from it.

country among the neutrals that has not a 
German submarine base.’ And yet even Amer~ 
ica is teeming with Geran spies, giving in- 
formation as to fyture shipments. In fact the 
best organized system of the German machine 
is probably its spy ayatem; and that net covers 
the entire globe. 

The Tegen asserts that, like America,’ Norway 
cannot be cajoled into the war, “which is evi- 
dently Germany’s purpose; to crush Norway in a 
fow days, then take her coast line and establish 
an efficient base there.” And it concludes: 

The embers will be allowed to burn out— 


there will be no new nations to renew the con- 
flagration. 


THE U. B.’S ALTERNATIVES. 

Alderman E. B. Gregory, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Committee, and Alderman Barney L. 
Schwartz of the committee, see the point of the 
Post-Dispatch’s proposal that the United Rai)- 
ways Co. first reorganize with the water squeezed 
out of its sectrities, or limit its profits, before 
the city can come to an equitable settlement. 

It is immaterial whether the company reduces 
its capitalization or limits the earning it can ap- 
ply to interest and dividends. The point we make 
is that the city must not reduce its taxes and 
extend its franchises under conditions which will 
enable it to turn its water into wealth without 
}a@ guarantee of extensions and improvements 
which will supply the rapid, adequate transporta- 
tion the city needs. 

The city is now. the victim of the juggled 
finances of the United Railways. It is dependent 
upon the company for street railway transporta- 
tion and the company is so overloaded with se- 
curities that it is no longer a going concern. It 
cannot meét. the transportation needs of the city 
and take care of its huge accumulation of stocks 
and bonds. 

The company has two alternatives—to go into 
bankruptcy and reorganize on a sound basis of 
value, or agree to limit its own profits, so that 
provision can be made for adequate transporta- 
tion under reasonable financial conditions. 

The municipality would be doing-a great wront 
if it relieved the company of its obligations to the 
city in order that it might-carry profitably its 
excess of capitalization. 
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Good accrues in every adversity. The shortage 
of paper has forced an Ohio street railway to cut 
down the size of its car tickets. Next, probably, 
we may hear of the steam railways lopping off a 
few yards from their long-trip tickets. 
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BLOODY-MINDED BRITISHERS. 

A reader who happens to be of German origin 
condemns the British soldier’s diary, recently 
published, telling his sensations as he rode down 
and shot and crushed out of life German soldiers, 
from the comparative safety of a British “tank.” 
But any man or woman, of any nation- 
ality, might well be shocked at the bloody-mind- 
edness of this British tank rider. Take one of his 
diary entries: 

The blessed old tub gave a sudden jerk. God 
in heaven, thought I, it’s good-by to earth; but 
it wasn’t. Only some Hun dead and wounded 


we had skidded into. 
This is revolting enough. But we believe it 


was the British who invented the use of “bloody” 
as an adjective. For a shop-keeping nation that 
was remarkable, if one really had the delusion 
that Britishers were only shopkeepers. 

Wars, such as the present, breed in men the sort 
of spirit that is expressed by this soldier’s diary. 
Brutality has been characteristic of both sides in 
the world conflict. It is one of the worst products 
of a continued, desperate war.

CAR SHORTAGE AND THE SHIP BILL. 
How the U-boat warfare has contributed to the 
car shortage that has hampered the movement 
of necessaries in the United States and added to 
the upward trend of. prices is explained to the 
Post-Dispatch by railroad traffic managers. 
The destruction of a great tonnage in shipping

‘and delays due to the wide detours which vessels 


were obliged to make to avoid submersibles re- 
sulted in a partial embargo at Atlantic ports. 
With warehouses overflowing with goods for ex- 
port, thousands of freight cars from the interior 
of the country could not be unloaded and restored 
to the uses of domestic trade movements. 

Conditions which are now forced on the knowl- 
edge of everyone increase appreciation for the 
far-seeing wisdom of those who first proposed the 
Government shipping bill. Had it been enacted 
when originally urged in the first months of the 
war, it would now be giving a service whose value 
is incalculable. It would be conferring, benefits, 
not merely on the producers of commodities for 
export, but on both producers and consumers who 
are dependent on the facilities of interndl trade. 
Passed belatedly and in mutilated form it can yet 
be made an instrument of domestic as well as ex- 
port relief. With. energetic action it can assist in 
moderating present hardships long before the 
35,000 new freight cars ordered by the railroads 
will be available. 

A due proportion of the responsibility for 
freight tie-ups and high prices should be placed 
where it belongs—on the ship subsidists who de- 
layed the passage of the Government measure for 
nearly two years. With the fighting growing in 
violence on land and sea, the need for the bill 
is likely to increase rather than diminish during 
the remaining period of the war.

SHORT STORIES BY ANDREYEV. 
HERE are eight tales in the vol- 
1: ume of Leonid Andreyev's short 
stories, translated by Herman 
Bernstein, and the adjectives weird, 
pessimistic and peculiar, are applicable 
to practically all of them. Russian au- 
thors-excel in this sort of literary cre- 
eting and Andreyev is the most notable 
of them all in the highly imaginative, 
not to say impossible, world in which 
they move andphave their being. ‘‘The 
Man Who Found Truth” is poesque. 
Its hero is a man who has been con- 
victed of murder though innocent, and 
who is senténced to serve the remain- 
der of his life in prison. In time he 
becomes proud of his martyrdom and 
from’ it evolves ‘a philosophy that 
brings a notable train .of disciples to 
his cell door. This philosophy is that 
the world mo_ =. by force of falsehood, 
But finding the “‘truth” is as disastrous 
to him in the end as it would be to the 
world in general if it predicated its 
actions upon the same false conclu- 
sions. This is the weirdest of the tales, 
which are published under the title, 
“The Crushed Flower,” which is the 
name of the exquisite little story about 
a child that is — first in the vol- 
ume. 

“Judas Sedariet and Others” is a pow- 
erful psychdlogical study of the arch- 
betrayer and his associates. “The 
Ccean"’ obviously was revised from a 
play, that certainly is more dramatic 
when read than it could ever be made.

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SECOND TO BIBLE IN POPULARITY 


OR 
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MADELIN’S FRENCH REVOLUTION 

T is a late date to be writing a his- 
| tory of the French Revolution, with 

anything new in it, but Loufs Mad- 
elin has boldlys undertaken the~ task, 
with a notable measure of success. It 
is true that there is always something 
new to be learned about this “‘most com- 
plex phenomenon that ever . existed,” 
M. Madelin, who won the Gobert Grand 
Prize of the French Academy, with this 
work, has had the advantage of the ad- 
ditional translations of official records 
and documents, which are still peing 
made and which will continue to be 
made for many years to come because 
thousands of them are yet untouched. 
The author has written a history strictly 
for the student of history. He proceeds 
upon the theory that the great events of 
that cataclysm are known and under- 
stood by the reader, whereupon he casts 
what illumination he can upon the mo- 
tives and impulses, where new light has 
been shed upon them. M. Madelin's 
presentation of facts throughout js 
faultless and impressive but his story of 
the fall of Robespierre is a tremendous 
chapter that stands out in one’s mem- 
ory like Macaulay's story of the trial 
of Warren Hastings. He considers his 
subject under five headings: ‘The 
France of 1879,’’ ‘“‘The Constituent As- 
sembly,’’ “The Legislative Assembly,” 
“The National Assembly,” and “The 
Executive Directory.” An elaborate ci- 
tation of authorities is presented at the 
close of each chapter. 

Under M. Madelin’s trenchant pen, the 
storming of the Bastille loses much of 
its glamor and glory. He believes it was 
& very ruffianly proceeding, in which 
the participants were hoodlums.. The 
truth is, he says, the condition of France 
at the outbreak of the revolution was 
not nearly as bad as Jacobin historians 
have painted it. He has-+a very high 
regard for Louis XVI, personally, who, 
he says, was a ‘‘pious, generous, liberal- 
minded man,"’ even if he was not a 
strong King. However, he agrees that 
the fruits of the Revolution were glort- 
ous, though many of ite leaders were 
merely hoodlums and peace disturbers, 
but it was only by the grace of Napo- 
leon that they were saved to humanity. 
Though Napoleon was a dictator and 
tyrant, he rendered undying service to 
human liberty by embalming in the 
laws of his land the highest aspirations 
of its citizenry as they struggled for the 
light of Liberty with fire, sword and 
guillotine.

(Put- 
nam.)
